alloy from Spring street to its termination 
will be laid with wooden pavement, after 
the plan of the Berlin pavement. Tbe blocks 
will reit on an ordinary gravel bod, and 
they will form a solid keyed arch. This 
principle obvia'.os tho necessity of plank- 
ing underneath, and being much cheaper 
than the Nicholson, it is aUo considered 
much mora secure and durable. 


There will be twenty entrances to the 


market from either side of tho alloy, each 
of which will bo decorated by pillars. It 
was contemplated placing a second floor 
over the entire building, which would 
form an immense public hall, bnt this has 
not yet been determined upon.

This 
word indicates the peculiar character of 
the disease, and has been Anglicized into 
diptheria and diptheritis, terms which 
are not applied by intelligent physicians. 
For thoae who dislike hard names, the 
term Membraneous Disease of the Throat, 
would be more expressive and appropriate 
than putrid sore throat. 


From a report in ths Londou Lancet, oi 


a tanitary commission several year* ago, it 
appears that tho firtt orifrin of this disease 
o«n bo traced to a period long antecedent 
to Hippocruled, and nearly cottsrnpornry 
with Homer. Similar epidemics are ro- 
ferred to in Rome, A. D.,1180; in Holland, 
KJ37; in Spain, 1600; in Naples, 1G19, 
whfirc, out of a small population, it carried 
off 5,000 persons. Diptherio.it instated, 
prevuiltd iu New York in 1771 end 
It is a (license peculiar to childhood, yet 
is occt-iunally ^een in those of advanced 
dec. The deaths of Washington ftiid tho 
Empress Josephine art) attributed to it. 


Th* symptoms at fir.-it may be so very 


mild as to (Mve the parents n.nd friends no 
concern for three or four days, and are 
such as nquiro ticute diserimination 
tlio part of Uie practitioner. 


The symptom:- ditfor somewhat in dif- 


ferent cases. 
The disease may commence 


with tho usual symptoms of a bad cold, 
accompanied with high fever and a speedy 
formation of fnUo membrane on the ton- 
filsand upper part of tha throat.

Some 
writers hold th*t the luise membrane is a 
parasitic vegetable growth ; but whether 
it is the cause, or simply the concomitant 
of tho other sjmptoms they have not de- 
termined. This much is known concern- 
ing it, that its violence appears to be 
greatly aggravated by domestic uncleanli- 
ness, certain predisposing individual con- 
dition» and want of hygienic arrange- 
ments. 
Its mortality seems to have been 


greatest among children of the female sni. 
Perhaps this fact may be referred to the 
prevailing fashionable modo of dressing 
children, by which the extremities of little 
girls especially, are so poorly protected 
from cold and moisture. 


As to preventive treatment, it may be 


safely said, that a thousand fold more 
safety will be found in protoctinj tho 
lower extremities of children,with woollen 
drawers, woolen stockings, double soled 
shoes or boots, heavy woollen leggings, 
covering the arms with warm sleeves, and 
in a plentiful *upply ol fresh air, than in 
any other prescription. 


Remarks on the theMpentioal treatment 


of tho disease, are not called for in this 
connection; but in view of the various 
prescriptions which have been recommend^ 
ed through the public papers, I may bo 
pardoned iu quoting the following from a 
lat« number of the London Lancet: 


'Scarcely any disease is more insidi- 


ous than Diptheria; it calls for immedi- 
ate and energetic treatment; yet under the 
most skillful hands is often incurable. 
When neglected or mistaken, it is indeed 
a fearful malady. 
We protest, therefore, 


iu behalf of the publio and the profession, 
Against the system which at present ob- 
tains of vaunting in tho publio papers, 
Remedies' and Vpecifics' for dangerous dis- 
ease?. There is no 'specific'; and 'reme- 
dies' lire valueless exoept when they are ad- 
ministered with judgment—a judgment 
which can be possessed only by the medi- 
cal practitioner. 
Really, it is time to put 


a stop to amateur doctoring in diseases of 
a fatal character.
